Tbe mow did not 
full to any such depth u ha* sometimes 
been kuowu at IOUR intervals Intbe put 
but nevertheless the vfciousuesB with 
which tbeatorw raged around the city 
aud suburbs has not beeu surpassed for 
a long time.

Ion of animals adapted to Its • needs 
nd tlielr constant Improvement. Aside 
rom tbe poultry Industry, which bis 
l*eu enriched by a number of "made" 
ireeds, the new brecdi have not spring 
Iroin any man's fancy, but frcui many 
ncu's needs. They, were first found 
isoful by many, then bred with «uch 
«ktll and to such uniformity that they 
•eeatne entitled to breed distinction. 
Bvery now and then we see men com- 
ng forward with some new Idea In 
>rcedln;a the product of which they at- 
:cmpt to e«Ubllsh as a separate breed. 
They are rarely successful. An Indi- 
vidual fancy Is not as a rule ba?cd on 
the broad foundation of usefulness to 
the many, which U an essential to pop- 
ularity. New breeders are npt to \x at- 
tracted by these so called breeds and 
usually to their sorrow. Tliey waste 
time and money on something for 
whlcli.no genernl demand exists after 
they have It. when they might be rais- 
ing and selling animals whose breol 
recommends them to a certain extent. 
There are now breeds .enough to fulfill 
the needs of every land and clime ami 
breeds that have a heritage of genera- 
tions of selection for some purpose as 
assurance of excellence and uniform- 
ity.

.Those who fear the coming of San 
Jose scale among their fruit trees 
should bear In mind that this pest does 
not confine Itself to fruit trees. Those 
who may have a collection of flowering 
shrubs on their grounds may find It on 
some of those bushes. Many shrubs 
belong to the same natnral order as the 
greater number of fruits do, and these 
take tlie scale Just as quickly. The Py- 
nrs Japontei. or fire bush, as many call 
It because of Its flame colored flowers, 
Is tlie delight of tbe scale. On many 
private grounds where it had been In 
nse as an ornamental hedge, It has been 
necessary to root It out aiid burn It to 
get rid of the scale. Osage orange 
hedges have met the sanie fate. These 
two plants arc but a small portion of 
those liable to become Infested. Every 
shrub should be examined at stated 
times., The Russian olive, tbe bladder 
nut. 
the flowering almonds and many 


other nice shrubs have carried the pest. 
The scale win be controlled on fruit 
trees and on all bushes if spraying It 
not ncglccted-^Praeiical Farmer. 


DANGER IN THE HIGH DiVE. 


• "Except for tboae who £ave an espe- 
cial aptitude for it—and tbejr are few- 
high diving IK a dangerous pastime to 
Indulge In,"* said a dlvlug expert the 
other day. "A good diver may occa- 
sionally lose bus balance, but, being 
generally coo! headed, lie cau regain It, 
or at any rate suUicleutly EO at to pre- 
vent injury to himself. 


"In the majority of cases dcafnc*-* U 


the most frx'ijuciit Injury Inlllctcd by 
diving. The cause of this Is that few 
find It easy to drop the lio'ad sufficiently 
to get It wolf Luiwccu the arms. Tlio 
result Is they receive »ome tremendous 
blows on the head, and If the water Is 
struck a hit sideways the car gets most 
of the concussion, and the. result' will 
"frequently be a rupture of the iiwtu- 
brane of tlio tympanum. 
,v good pre- 


ventive for such an accident Is to place 
in the ears a. little medicated wool or 
cotton dipped lu oil. 


"Another Injury to health caused fro- 


quenlly by diving arises from getting 
large quantities of water Into the lungj. 
The extent of the harm done In caacs 
of Ibis sort dcitciuis on the coiulition of 
the water as to Its cleanliness. 1 have 
often soon boys, for Instance, dive Into 
water at places where It was absolute- 
ly filthy from the evacuation of drain- 
age into It. The danger to health, es- 
pecially to "those with not overstrung 
constitutions, can readily be seen. . 


"The higher the dive the longer, of 


course, will be the duration under wa- 
ter. 
Now, an Inexperienced diver is 


rarely able to hold his breath under 
water for more than a second or two; 
at a time, and If tbe dive Is an unnin- 
ally high one he will In nine cases out 
of ten give np (he struggle lu trying to 
^tain his breath and Invariably, too, 
just before his head reaches tbe sur- 
face. 
The result not infrequently Is 


that the water that has escaped into 
his lungs and stomach it far more than: 
Is good for him, and (o many U !* post-; 
lively injurtooa. 


"Tbe beat thing.I know of to bring 


one quickly to tbe surface In high dlv-r 
Ing is to have a piece of cork fastened 
under each armpit. 
Corks weighing] 


four ounces each arc sufllclently strong 
In buoyancy for a man of 150 pounds 
In weight There are many devices by 
which the corks can be kept secured 
under the armpits. Perhaps the slm-. 
plest Is to sew each cork Into a tight' 
fitting canvas or cotton bag and then 
again sew each bag on to tlie bathing 
suit by a couple of strands, allowing 
the strands lo run over the shoulders. 


'Those with weak hearts," the expert 


add<*d, "cannot be too strongly advised 
against high diving! The spring, the 
rush through space, the break aud the 
entering and cleaving of the water are 
altogether too exciting for weak hearts, 
and especially so In cokl weather."—

Tlie year has 
Indeed presented many features that 


' are without precedent iu the rlLauclal 


history of the country. Tlie collapse in 
the stock market it is true came with 
due. regularity lu accordance with the 
laws of cycles lu business. 
A reaction 


always occurs lu this country at least 
once In ten years, aud this was the year 
for a reaction, aud it came to time. 
But the reaction was different in many 
essential features from auy that preced- 
ed it. The fall in prices of slocks was 
greater tliau lu auy other year In the 
history of the country, the depreciation 
la tbe market value of jetiurities aggre- 


• gating more thau the entire coat of the 


Civil war. 
Nevertheless this depreci- 


ation, Immense" as It was, caused no 
national disaster, and its efl'ecl upon 
general business has been verymoder- 
. ate and chiefly felt in the eastern and 
middle stales. Certain sections of the 
country, notably tbe west aud south, 


' -ihave enjoyed marked prosperity by 


rwaoa of the fruitfulueM of their agri- 
culture and the high prices which have 
prevailed for cotton aud wheat. 
-Tbe year has presented tbls remark- 
able phenomenon: that the country 
baa grown richer by many millions of 
dollars at tbe very time wbeu, meas- 
ured by tbe prices of the securities of 
Its hading corporations it seems to be 
growlug poorer. 


While it is noticeable that the prices 


of securities have decllued, tbe prices of 
cotton aud wheat have risen to high 
figures, Ibe former, iudeed, touching a 
point not reached before in a century. 


There hag been a wiping out of paper 


fortunes and book profits. There has 
been a notable liquidation by rich men, 
leading to Mill more wXable diffusion 
of tbe ownership of securities among 
capitalists of moderate means. Then 
has been au exposure of urouioliug 
methods, which will lead in tbe future 
to a much-needed reform and a more 
healthy condition of affairs,
